The factory employs 200 workers and produces 3»G00 records in twenty* 
four hours* mostly for purposes of propaganda. Numerous records were made for 
General von Paulus and for propaganda in Iran. Shellac was in short supply* 
and there were rumors about Hussian efforts to produce it. This factory was 
evacuated during the war from Noginsk* 35 km from Moscow. The manager* an 
engineer* Peter Lebedev* is about 35 years old. 

liislorod Zavod (Oaygen Plant )s Produces gas for welding purposes and fills 
gas containers. Gas for welding purposes was reportedly always in short 
supply in that region.

10. Cotton Olftansin^ Plant No. 2 s Located on Makhach Kala Street* employed approxi- 
mately 600 workers. 

11. General : 

Tashkent never had sufficient electric power for household and lifting 
purposes. It frequently happened that power was cut off for private use 
and that tramways stopped for an hour or two because of lack of power. 

During the war factory No. 708 was frequently in danger of having its 
production interrupted because of lack of transportation. This* hov/ever* 
never happened^ because the management had the ri^t to requisition critical 
materials from other less essential factories la torn.
